THRILLING LDTENTURE.

An Encounter wllll Pirates—DBrave Reslstnnee
of n Merchantmnan.
On Baturda;

s the North German bark Aponrade
arrived at New York from Whampoa, China,
after a vovﬁe of one hundred and six days. The
crew tell a rllljng tale of an encounter with
pirates in the Canton river., In December, 1868,
the Apenrade left Hamburg for Bingapore, 'Slam,
Bangkok Honpl'll{oug, Formosa, an Tam-Sul.
When laden with five hundred and seventy tons
of tea she sailed for New York, on the 21st of
September Inst. On the 24th the vessel arrived
within ht of Macao, and, as there were
head winds and calm niternnlng. anchor was
droppcd in the outer roads off the Ilatter

The pilot was dlscharged close to I’sml

nlnnd and sall was lubmquent(l:y made.

twillght the river swarmed with Chinese junks
bound in from sea. As this was no Infrequent
occurrence, the circumstance wag mot noticed.
Suddenly there was a deadcalm, and the vessel
commenced drifting towards the lee shore. All
salls were set, but to no effect, and as the cap-
tain was about again to anchor, a large junk
ran acroés the Apenrade's stern. BSuddenly she
tacked, and approached within two lengths of
the vessel, and bringing her broadside to the
Apenrade 'she opened fire. Six guns poured in
yrape and cannister, which tore away the bul-
wurks aud boats, smashing the upper works snd
scattering the splinters in every tion., In-
stantly the pirate laid alongside the barque,
whose crew were ready to recelye the £lum.
balf & hundred of whom sprang from their con-
cealment; and with revolvers In hand boarded
the barque. The captain was shoi in the breast,
but after slightly recovering he was persuaded
to ascend the mizzentop.

The crew, belng overpowered, fled Lo the main
and fore-chalns, where they were discovered
and pguarded by the plrates. A seaman was
killed, and the mote received u terrible wound
upon the top of his head. After making inqui-

ries for money and oplum, the savages rushed
into the cabin and stripped it of charts, qua-
drants, {;Inueﬁ. barometers, and #28. Then
they broke open the eargo, and with wonderful
coolness b nn to pass half-chests of tea into
their junk. While this was goiog on they caused
the anchor to be dropped, and about 30 fathoms
of chain payed out. When about 100 half-chests
had been transferred to the junk acry was
ralsed that a steamer was in sight, which subse-
quently was ascertalned to be a Oanton river
trader. The pirates then left, after stealing all
the boants, and Captain Davidson at once, feelin
that time was all-important, slipped cable, an
a8 the wind fortunately began to freshen, ln.:.dt.
for Maeno, where he arrived that night,

The vessel presented sn awful sight. The
lowur‘rurt of the rigging and sails were cut and

in a hundred places by the pirate’s guna,
20 that they were useless. The decks were
charred by burning stink pots. All the arms
used by the pirates were of the most improvéd
manufacture,

On the arrival of the Apenrade at Macao, the
Portuguese authorities desputched the gunboat
Camoes in search ol the piratical junk, but re-
turned without effecting any result.

@ the Apearade was en route for New
York, the China agents of the vessel learnod
that the pirate was aftorward taken by a Chiness
ﬁnbaﬂ commanded by an American named
ards. It seems that the junk wos over-
bhauled in the afternoon, and she was at once
ordered to lle to. This not belng done, a fight
took place, lnd the plnwa fought desperataly,
bnuhoywm & forced to surrender, Many
of them took to the water and attempted to
swim for the shore, which was not far dlstant.
Tt was found that some 18 or 20 of the plrates
had b:en :.modu.wu;e bodlk gl ;:f seven or elght
were found on unk's dec

From on recelved at Macao, whither
the prize was towed en roule to Canton, there
is resson to believe thal. the junk combined
coollg-eatebing with ber other avoestions,
When encountered by tluLtmnto.she wus bound,

as.cotd.l to the prisoners’ statement, for the
coast of Halnan, the wall-known cruisiog ground
of both pirates and kiduappers.

Mnlmn lltmll at Home, and
tHoes te Work.

Tho Galverton News of a recent date anys: —

Two hundred and forty Chinese arrived yes-
terday as ploneers of an immigration from the
Flowery Kingdom uvpon which we must depend
Lereafter for, plavtation-hands and bouse-ser-
yants. This Iug'nl Culestinls wera employed by
General J, G, Walker to work on the extension
of the Central Raellroad. They have been en-
gaged for three years at the rate of 220 specle
per month, and ‘thoir rations. Transportation
and ratlons while en roufe are also furnished by
thelr employer, There is an Interpreter who
receives 8100 per month, and three foremon who
are pnid 840 per month. They bring with thom
n supply of Chinese unmmmiil.ju sufficient to
lnst until thoy ean receive additional stocks by
way of anama,

The officers of the boat that brought them
from Bt. Louis to New Orleans say that they
were exceedingly doclle and well-behayved, and
Ene no wonblo whntever. Quarrels and aquab-

les among thomselves were casily settled, and
they frequently offered their asslstance to the
crew, and seemed to take plensure in worklm:

Genersl Walker denles the statement that dif-
ficulty was apprehended from the negroes at
Memphis. Heis of the opinion that Chinese
lnbor will not be at once nvallable for agricul-
tural work in the South, but thinks that, aiter
they have been lntroduced as rallroad and levee
laborers, they will be willing to contract with plan-
ters on fair terms. KEven now the price of thelr
Inbor is coming down, and they can be had In
California at Olﬁ to $20 and found, or $28 to 80
and they fiud themeelyes,

Considering the length of time those who
paesed through yesterday had been cooped u
on the deck of the vessel, they werc mulE
cleaner and neater in their elothing and persons
than could bave been expected, Though small
in statare, they were robustly formed, and, from
the ease with which they handled heavy pack-
ages of plunder, they are both strong and
active.

The general dress was a blue cotton blouse
and pantaloons of the ssme material, but of
more ample dimensions than o fashionable gent
would like to be ineased in. Their shoes -wre
made after the fashion of a eanoe, turnin
sharp at the toes, and their hats resembl ln-
verted wash bowls. A number of them, how-
ever, wore boots and loose overcoats, and all ap-
peared to be comfortably elnd. Each man was
provided with a bed and mat, bowl, and the in-
evitable chopsticks, Thelr lau;:u Fe. seemad
harsh, and appeared to consist entirely of short
words. If they saw anything new or unexpected
in Galveston, they did not manifest it by word
or gign; neither did they appear conscious of
being the centre of attroction for crowds of
strange people.

After their arrival at the depot preparations
were made for cooking bLreakiast. Flres were
lightedy, kettles were brought out, pans and
bowls were placed in the hands of each, and
everything was conducted systemntically and
decorously. The principal ingredient of the
cursine was rice, though we noticed that some
of them placed swall pieces of pork that had
Leen browned to a crisp over the tops of their
pans of rice. ‘The chop-sticks were the only in-
struments uied in carrying their food to their
mouths, the sticks being held in the right hand
with the thumb and first and third fingers, the
second one passing between the sticks, which
they uscd as tongs for picking up their food.
After breakfast was over most of them took a
goaod blg drink of the hot water in which the
rice bad been bolled. Carefully putting aside
the wood which remained after the cooking waas
done, they washed their bowls and cho licks,
packed away their pots, ete., lighted thelr i)ea
and enjoyed 4 smoke with as much hllasoph i
composure s the most devoted lover of the
weed amongst the outside barbarians could have
done, Several of them spoke Eusllah indiffe-
rently well, but did not evince any disposition to
be communicative. There was but one woman
in the lot; shie was small in size and by no means
attroctive In pLuonul appearance.
